The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The primary reason for allowance for claims 1 -3 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of a plurality of ink supply tubes, one end of each of the 
plurality of ink supply tubes in fluid communication corresponding to one

• The primary reason for allowance for claim 4 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of a plurality of ink supply tubes, one end of each of the 
plurality of ink supply tubes in fluid communication corresponding to one 
of the plurality of ink cartridges at a position corresponding to a 
substantially central portion of the plurality of ink cartridges, and the 
other end of the plurality of ink supply tubes in fluid connection 
corresponding to one of the plurality of printheads, the other end of the 
plurality of the ink supply tubes extending toward an outside of the scan 
area and curving back to the plurality of the printheads which makes a

loop between the plurality of ink cartridges and the plurality of printheads, 
wherein an area in which the plurality of the ink supply tubes are moved 
and the scan area of the plurality of the printheads being overlapped 
when the areas are projected onto the print medium. It is these 
limitations, either alone or combined, that have not been found, taught, 
or suggested by prior art.
